old Red Cloud), Big Road aud Little Road 
awav, as there have been thoughts of doing, 
they will cut off the soidiets ears and 
otherwise maim them. Every soldier on 
the ground, especially those nigh in au­ 
thority, look upon the situation as ▼ery 
critical. To be still more explicit, tliio tti' 
cers consider it next to probable that a x 
or eight thousand Indiana may sweep 
down upon the agency at any moment. 
“If they should do so, nothing but a 
miracle could save us from Luster s ta.e, 
said a prom inent officer, “and I hope to 
God,” he added, “reinforcements will ar­ 
rive before the red devils make their break. 
The Indians here in sight seem exceedingly 
friendly, and are trusted by all, but it is 
well to keep it in mind that blood is thicker 
than water. F.ed Cloud, who has been and 
is still sympathizing with the new Christ 
fanatics, is here, instead of being at tne 
ghost dances, and continues very sullen. 
He is being keenly watched. A false move, 
and he will be put iu irons. He seeps 
thoroughly bent on producing an upris­ 
ing.” 
IM M INENT PER IL. 
Ch e y e n n e , November 21st.—F. Gruard, a 
Government scout, stationed at Fort Mc­ 
Kinney, reports the renegade Sioux and 
Cheyennes are heading for the V tab Big 
Horn mouutains, a distance ot 200 a*1" 8- 
The fleeing reds will traverse several ot the 
counties of Wyoming. Their plan, donot- 
less, is to make a stand against their pur­ 
suers in a broken country. Governor \> ar- 
ren at once wired General Brooke a protest 
agaiii3t the removal of the Fort McKinney 
cavalry to Pine Ridge. Gruard intimates 
tnere is im m inent peril. His information 
was secured from Utah Crows, to whom 
runners brought the news. 


THE INDIANS STILL DANCING. 


W a s h in g t o n , November 21st.—Acting 
Indian Commissioner Belt this afternoon 
received a telegram from Special Agent 
Cooper, a! the Pine R id g e Agency, saying 
that the Indians were still dancing. The 
police report that thirty Rosebud Inatans 
have arrived at this reservation, and 000 or 
700 more are en route to the agency. 
"W e hope to settle this Indian craze 
without bloodshed,” says Cooper. 
All kinds of rum ors are in circulation. 
In the course of the afternoon the follow­ 
ing telegram was received at the W ar De­ 
partm ent from General Miles : “The num ­ 
ber of Indians going from the Rosebud 
Agency to the Pine Ridge Agency is in­ 
creasing. Reliable advices s h o w that the 
Messiah craze is extending to our Indians 
near the m ountain border and the Cana­ 
dian .border.” 
. 
Secretary Proctor carried the dispatches 
to the Cabinet meeting, and they formed 
the subject of discussion. 
¿ecretary Proctor says the suggestion 
made by General Miles that the troops in 
other divisions than his own conimand be 
got in readiness to reinforce him, had al­ 
ready been anticipated. Orders have been 
sent to the commanding officers of troops 
as far south as Texas and Arizona, and as 
far west as California, to prepare the men 
for immediate movement if the emergency 
arises. 
In any event it is the intention of 
the department to heavily reinforce the 
troops in the Dakotas during the winter, 
and they will be moved in from other di­ 
visions from time to time. In this way it 
is expected that the department will be 
able to mass an overwhelming force at the 
agencies where the excitement is at its 
hieht, so as to effectually suppress the 
Indian uprising in the spring time. 


a p r o p h e t 's s e r m o n . 


C h ic a g o , November 21st.—This evening 
General Miles was in receipt of a telegram 
from Rosebud from one of his officers in 
advance of a formal report. The officer 
gives the sermon delived by Short Bull, the 
se-called prophet ot the Messiah at the 
Rosebud agency, to the Indians. In this 
sermon Bull said that the things he pre­ 
dicted would have come to pas3 in two sea­ 
sons, but since the whites are beginning to 
interfere the time will be shorter. The 
Indians must not be afraid of anything. 
“Now,” said he, “ there will be a tree 
sprout, and all the members of our tribes 
must gather there. But before this time 
we must dance the balance cf this moon, 
at the end of which the earth will shake 
very hard. 
When this occurs I will start 
the wind to blow. WTe will then see our 
fathers, mothers and everybody. 
We (the 
Indians) are the ones living a sacred life. 
Our Father iu heaven has placed a mark 
at each point of the four winds. A clay 
pipe lies at the setting of the sun, repre­ 
senting the Sionx. A holy arrow at the 
north represents the Cheyennes. At the 
south there lies a pipe and feather, repre­ 
senting the Crow tribe. 
“My Father has shown me these things, 
therefore we must continue the dance. 
There may be soldiers who surround you 
but pay no attention to them . Continue 
the dance. If the soldiers surround yon 
four deep, three of you, upon whom I have 
put holy shirts, will sing the song I have 
tanght you and some of the soldiers will 
drop dead. Then the rest will run, bat 
their horses will sink into the earth. The 
riders will jum p from their horses, but 
they will sink into the earth, and you can 
do what you desire with them . 
Now, you 
m ust know this, that all the soldiers and 
that all the race will be dead. There will 
be only 5,000 of them left living on the 
earth. 
“ My friends and relations, this isstraigat 
and true. W e must gather at Pass Creek 
when the tree is sprouting. Then_ we will 
among onr dead relations. 
You mu3t 


not take any earthly things with you. Men 
and women m ust disrobe themselves. My 
Father above has told us to do this thing. 
Guns are the only things we are afraid of, 
but our Father will see that they do no 
harm . W hatever the white men may say, 
do not listen to them .” 


NO IMMEDIATE UPRISING LOOKED FOR. 


M in n e a p o l is , November 21st.—The 7W- 
bune's correspondent at Mandan, N. D., has 
information from the Sioux agency from 
two reliable sources that the chances are 
against an immediate uprising, unless Sit­ 
ting Bull makes up his mind that it would 
pay. Sitting Bull would be arrested and 
put in irons, but the agent is afraid that 
this would precipiiate trouble. 
A geD t McLaughlin has lest control of 
Sitting Bull and other leaders. At Sitting 
Bull's camp the dance keeps up day and 
night. The Indians with Sitting Bull do 
no. weicinte even the friendly whites, and 
will not shake bands with them. They 
say ail the white men will be turned into 
buffaloes and catfish in the spring. 
Agent McLaughlin sent some Indian 
police to arrest the refractory Indians, but 
instead of obeying the order they threw off 
their clothes and joined the dance. They 
returned to the agency without any prison­ 
ers and offered no excuse. 
Sitting Bull is jealous of the increase of 
cattle on Camion Ball river belonging to 
the white settlers. 
He teaches his fol­ 
lowers that if a raid is made on the settlers 
and they are killed, the Indians can sur­ 
render to the soldiers and be firgiven. 
Then, because of the fate of the former 
settlers, no new ones will come there. 
The Indians who 
have accumulated 
property are opposed to the proposed up­ 
rising. The young bucks who have noth­ 
ing, and the older ones who are lazy, and 
Sitting Bull are causing the trouble. 


AN APPEAL FOR ARMS. 


A bef.d e e n (S. D ), November 21st.—Ad­ 
vices from Uireka slate that the settlers in 
Emmons and Campbell counties are flock­ 
ing into that place on account of a rum or 
that the Sioux will take the warpath. 
La 
Grace, on the Missouri, is completely de­ 
populated. It is reported that two men 
had been shot and scalped by Indians in 
Campbell county, but it is not credited 
here. The people are greatly ex d tei, and 
are appealing to Governor Mellette for 
arms and am m unition. 


DISCOURAGING NEWS FROM ROSEBUD. 


C h ic a g o , November 21st. — Adjutant- 
General W illiams said this eveniog that a 
telegram had been received from General 
Brooke, at Pine Ridge, saying that his 
scheme for inducing the disloyal 8ionx to 
abandon their tribe is working well, and he 
hopes soon to have the hostile crowd broken 
up. 
The report of the officer in charge at the 
Rosebud agency, however, is not so encour­ 
aging. 
He telegraphs that when the forces 
under his command moved near the In ­ 
dians’ camp to day, they retreated back fif­ 
teen miles, and to-night are holding ghost 
dances and working np such a frenzy that 
some outbreak may occur before to morrow 
night. 
The headquarters was also advised to-day 
that Siltiog Bull has been sending out re­ 
quests to all the Sioux Indians, even in 
Canada, Indian Territory and as far West as 
Wyoming, to join his forces. He is assisted 
by a large num ber of Indians who have 
been educated by the Government in the 
East. 
THE DAXCES MUST STOP. 


P in e R id g e A g e n c y (S . D ), November 
21st.—The Dumber of pickets has been 
doubled. An Indian police force ot 100 
men are on duty, and every soldier is in­ 
structed to sleep on his arms. 
Five com­ 
panies of cavalry are now on the way here. 
As soon as reinforcements arrive consulta­ 
tion will be forced with the belligerent 
Indians. 
If they refuse to stop dancing, they will 
be arrested, and if they resist, force will be 
employed. Vast numbers of ghost dancers 
from Rosebud have left the reservation and 
are now moving rapidly towards this point. 
About two-thirds of the 1,500 Indians at 
this point are believed to be hostile. 


CAF.E AND PRUDENCE REQUIRED. 


C h ic a g o , November 21st.—In an inter­ 
view late to-night General Miles, referring 
to General W illiam s’ statement, outlined 
above, says it will require care and pru­ 
dence on the part of the arm y to prevent 
an outbreak, and even with that they may 
not succeed. The great trouble is the craze 
is so widely spread, existiug in many places 
widely separated. 
As near as he is able to learn, a con­ 
certed understanding has been arrived at 
by the Indians during the sum m er that the 
fir3t hostile shot will be the signal for the 
assembling and concentration of all dis­ 
posed against the whites. 
The General did not talk of his dispatch 
from W ashington regarding the general 
movement of the troops, saying he consid­ 
ered it bad policy to make such movements 
known, as the news would lie in the In ­ 
dian camps in twenty-four hours.

B Y E L E C T R I C I T Y . 


T h e L e g a l i t y o f t h e N e w Y o r k L a w B e ­ 
i n g C o n t e s t e d . 


W a s h in g t o n , November 21st.—The case 
of the Japanese murderer Jugiro, sentenced 
to death by electricity in New York, was 
argued before the United States Supreme 
Court to-day. Sherman, who was counsel 
for Kemmler, represented Jngiro, basing 
the application for a writ of habeas corpus 
on tne ground that 
the execution of 
Kemmler demonstrated that electrocution 
was not an instantaneous and painless 
death, aud violates the provisions of the 
Federal Constitution forbidding cruel and 
unusual punishment. 
Sherman spoke at length, reading a 
newspaper 
report about the death of 
Kemiuler. 
He asserted that there was 
a grave doubt whether the artificial elec­ 
tricity generated under the present scien­ 
tific conditions would invariably cause im ­ 
mediate death. 
Sherman was frequently interrupted with 
questions by Justices Field and Brewer. 
When the former suggested that persons 
had been killed in a short time by acci­ 
dental contact with electric light wires, 
Sherman narrated a case of a line man who 
did not die some time ago, although re­ 
ceiving a shock of 2,000 volts. 
Attorney-General Tabor ot New York 
State 
replied. 
He 
declared 
that the 
Kemmler case and practical execuiion law 
settled the wbole question constitutionally. 
As he understood it, either hanging or 
electricity bad too much cruelty in it to 
suit the counsel.

Sec­ 
retary Noble affirms the Commissioner’s 
decision in holding that it was unnecesarv 
to consider the question as to whether said 
land was within the exterior limits of 
Mexican grants, for the reason that this 
question had or.ee been adjudicated and 
definitely settled in the case of Rees ys. 
Central Pacific Railroad Company (5 L. D. 
62), and that the evidence showed that this 
tract was part of a larger tract comprising 
over 400 acres, whicli was used as a whole 
for stock purposes, and that the land in 
question had never been occupied by any­

Commodore Melville 
says there are nut enough engineers to man 
the new ships, and -sa"» the corps not only 
needs a very much larger number of offi­ 
cers. but also a much better course of in ­ 
struction for the young men appointed 
to it.

Dr. Hamilton says no 
country is so free as the United States in 
admitting immigrants, and urges restric­ 
tive legislation, printing out that ceirly 
2,700 000 
im migrants 
have come here 
within six years, who ere largely made up 
of the undesirable classes. 
He recom­ 
mends that a law be passed requiring in­ 
tending immigrants to furnish the United 
States Consul with evidence that thev are 
not criminals or paupers, nor soil ring 
from any epidemic or contagious disease or 
disability to m akethem public charges.

Rockefeller of the Standard Oil Company 
has secured control of the road. The 
Standard Oil Company has been absorbing 
the Northern Pacific stock for some time, 
and so have Jay Gonld and other members 
of the big syndicate. The Northern Pacific 
is especially valuable to the Standard Oil 
Company, because the latter’s great refin­ 
eries are located at the eastern term inus of 
the Chicago and N orth“rn Pacific, formerly 
ihe Chicago and Calumet Terminal, at 
W hitings, near the southern limits of this 
city. This belt line, owned by the N orth­ 
ern Pacific, interests every railroad enter­ 
ing Chicago, and the Standard Oil Com­ 
pany can distribute its produc's among the 
various railroads without Lav ng to pay oil 
for switching aud hauling, which gives it 
immense advantage over its competitors, 
in fact, its partnership with the Gonld- 
Venderbilt combination enables it to direct 
terms to nearly every railroad in the coun­ 
try as far as making oil rates is concerned. 


GRAND ALLIANCE. 


N e w Y o r k , November 21st.—It is stated 
this afternoon that an alliance has been 
forced between the interests represented by 
George C. Magoun, of Kidder, Peabody & 
Co , Jay Gonld, C. P. Huntington and the 
Standard Oil party, by which all the rail­ 
roads owned or controlled by them, indi­ 
vidually or jointly, shall be operated to­ 
gether, practically under Gould's direction. 
The alliance includes :he Southern Pacific, 
Union Pacific, Missouri Pacific, Northern 
Pacific, Atchison, Wabash, Kansa3 and 
Texas, Texas Pacific and many other roads. 
It is also said that Gould is Irving to force 
the holders of Rock Island either to sell 
their stock at present prices or join hands 
with the other roads in the alliance. The 
Burlington and Chicago and Alton will act 
with the allied roads in whatever steps may 
hereafler be taken, but there are fears the 
Vanderb I<s may be angry at the losa of 
their tariff contract with tbe Union Pacific 
and reiuse to join. If the Vanderbilts and 
the roads controlled by J. Pierpont Morgan 
can be brought in. a meeting of the bank­ 
ers and railroad Presidents of all the roads 
in the country will be called, a new asso­ 
ciation will be formed, and immediately a 
material advance in all railroads rates wili 
at once be ordered. 
Chauncey M. Dr-pew, President of the 
New Y’ork Central, was seen to-night and 
asked what the Vanderbilts would do about 
the alliance. 
“ Well, as I don’t know any­ 
thing about this alliance, I couliknot say, 
without looking into it.

METHOD OF ADAPTING THE FARM TO 
A DIFFERENT CROP. 


F ood for E gg-P roduccrs—C alifornia Figs 
and R aisins—Useful F arm ing 
N otes. 


The fact that climate influences crops, 
a n d that in no particular section of this 
country can crops of all kinds be grown, 
should teach the fact, often overlooked, 
that no two farms are alike or yield to the 
same conditions. The farmer must not 
only contend with the elements overhead 
a n d around him, but he must also learn to 
derive the most from the soil under his 
feet. Heavy soils, light soils, warm soils, 
cold soils and fertile soils must all be con­ 
sidered, and the difficulty of attempting to 
adapt the soil to the crop, instead of the 
crop to the soil, has been a fruitful cause 
of failure and loss on the part of many 
who supposed that, by adopting the plans 
and methods of fortunate neighbors, they 
would incur less liability, when the real 
obstacle in the way was in attempting to 
grow a crop not fitted for the soil. 
A plant will thrive best when the con­ 
ditions of the soil are such as to supply it 
with warmth and nourishment, and in a 
manner that does not tend to extremes. 
Some plants can be grown on a cold, heavy 
soil that would soon perish on a light, 
sandy location, while other plants will not 
thrive uuless when the soil is dry, light 
and warm. In some sections the seasons 
are too short to permit of the growth of a 
slow-maturing crop, even when other con­ 
ditions are favorable, and, if the farm is to 
pay, it must be done in its own way. 
The soil should be put in the best possi­ 
ble condition for its kind and climate, and 
the crop grown thereon should be one to 
which the farm is well adapted. Beginners 
will find that they will be compelled to 
learn something of the soils they cultivate 
by making experimentsfor that purpose, and 
those who havemade farming a business for 
years never undertake the impossible task 
of securing a profit by reaching off for 
something new to which their soil has 
never before been adapted, or tests made 
for that purpose. 
Because certain crops cannot be grown 
on soils, however, does not imply that soils 
cannot be adapted to other crops than 
those already grown. The underdraining 
of a field, the application of lime, the use 
of special fertilizers, and a change in the 
methods of preparation, may render a soil 
capable of doing what it never before did. 
The heavy, cold soil, saturated at all sea­ 
sons, may become warm and of a different 
duality, more profitable crops grown there­ 
on, and less labor expended in the process. 
The problem of adapting the crop to the 
soil is more difficult than to adapt the soil 
to the proposed crop, and the importance 
of thoroughly understanding the soil is 
more important than the kind of a crop 
grown.—Philadelphia Record. 
FOOD FOR EGG PRODUCERS. 
It lias again and again been demon­ 
strated that wheat is the best of all the 
cereals for the production of eggs. But 
next to that is milk and especially sour 
milk; and if we add to these a third sub­ 
stance, namely, gravel-produced from 
broken granite of suitable size and quan­ 
tity, we have as nearly a perfect food as 
can be furnished for egg producing fowls. 
But there are some details which ought to 
be attended to in order to obtain the best 
results. Thus, in hot weather and in all 
weather but that which is very cold, the 
grain should be previously soaked for 
twenty-four hours and the water salted, 
but only moderately so. But shrunken 
wheat or mill screenings when they are 
not musty, and when the}' do not contain 
rotten or unsound grain, are quite as good 
as clear wheat and some say they are bet 
ter, because shruukeu wheat kernels con­ 
tain more of the egg and flesh making 
principles than sound ones. 
But we cannot always procure wheat or 
wheat screenings, and then we must pro­ 
cure the best substitute. The following 
are good in the order named: Barley, oats, 
cracked corn' and whole corn, and each and 
all should have the preliminary twenty- 
four hours soaking. Buckwheat and rye 
will do very well as compliments to the 
other grains, but when fed alone they are 
unsafe; the former because it is too stimu­ 
lating and the latter because it is too fat­ 
tening and difficult of digestion. 
Meat, 
offals and scraps, broken victuals, vegeta­ 
bles and the like, are valuable additions to 
the daily rations, bnt they are unsafe if 
fed in large quantities, for they not only 
injure the health of the fowls but impair 
the quality and flavor of the egjfs. One 
essential point which must not lie forgot­ 
ten in the make up of the daily rations— 
in ease they are not principally wheat and 
sour milk—the constituent element of 
bones and egg shells must be furnished in 
the shape of burned bones broken small or 
ground oyster shells.—1Vew England Home­ 
stead. 
CALIFORNIA FIGS. 
It is only a question of time, probably 
shorter than generally thought, when the 
imported will be a stranger to the mar­ 
kets in thisconntrv. A few public-spirited 
horticulturists have given much attention 
to the successful curing and packing of 
figs, and are meeting with the success their 
•flbrts deserve. California figs on this 
coast are displacing the foreign, and that, 
too, at good price®. Considerable have 
been taken for the Eastern markets. In 
writing on the fig at the close of last year, 
the following was said, which bears re­ 
producing now : The success attending 
the cultivation of the choicer varieties 
now grown and packed here has been such 
that many have gone into the business 
u|ion quite an extensive scale, and many 
hundred acres of tigs have been planted". 
It has been pretty thoroughly demonstrated 
that the lower foothills are the best locali­ 
ties for the production of choice figs. The 
fruit from trees of the same variety grown 
on the plains and in the foothills is radi- I 
callv different, and the quality of the foot­ 
hill" product is such as to have given rise 
to the belief among those not fully posted 
that they were two radically distinct vari­ 
eties. The fig seems to be especially sen­ 
sitive to climatic influences, and this fact 
should he borne in mind by those who 
think of embarking in the cultivation of 
this fruit, which seems destined to become 
not the least profitable of the many 
branches of horticulture carried on in this 
State.— Pacific Rural Press. 
CALIFORNIA RAISINS. 
From a few thovsand boxes in 1881, the 
industry has grown to fully 1,000,000 boxes 
this year. California raisins have forced 
the "imported from the markets of this 
coast, and are fast taking possession of the 
Eastern markets to the exclusion of the 
foreign. California packers have by ex­ 
perience been taught many valuable les­ 
sons, lessons that have given them the 
whip-handle in their competition with the 
product of Spain. While each year wit­ 
nesses an increased pack over the preced­ 
ing, still the demand keeps pace, and the 
close of each season finds our markets de­ 
pleted of supplies. This year is no excep­ 
tion, for buyers were early in the field con­ 
tracting for September, October and No­ 
vember deliveries, and it is said that fully 
three-quarters of the pack were engaged 
at satisfactory prices. The rains in last 
month caused considerable uneasiness and 
set afloat exaggerated reports of damage to 
il.e crop. The damaged raisins or grapes 
were cither sold for wine or cured and 
sacked for market, but even these were a 
small ]>ereentage of the pack. \\ ith sev­ 
eral weeks of clear, sunny weather since, 
the second crop of raisins has been and is 
being cured and packed in the very best 


condition. The percentage of high-grade 
raisins is also quite large.— Pacific Rural 
Press. 
FARM NOTES. 
W hether it is cheaper to grind the food, 
or allow the animals to grind it with their 
teeth, depends upon the age of the animal 
and the kind of food. 
The importance of beginning the winter 
with a clean cellar cannot well be over­ 
looked. The health of the family de­ 
pends on how the cellar is kept. 
Now that the frost has put in an appear­ 
ance, there will soon be an accumulation 
of dry grass and other rubbish. All such 
refuse should be raked up into piles and 
burnt. 
Linseed meal comes in a cooked state. 
It is a safe and reliable medicine and a 
nutritious food. 
It will soon make a 
rough hide smooth, and promote the thrift 
of the animal. 
Old bones that cannot be conveniently 
broken, leather scraps, dead animals, etc., 
should be buried near large grape vines, 
which is an excellent mode of putting 
them to a good use. 
Wood ashes seem dry, but President 
Smith, of the Wisconsin Horticultural So­ 
ciety, says his experience is that in dry 
seasons there is no fertilizer that pro­ 
duces better results on potatoes or straw­ 
berries. 
Experiments show that when hogs are 
given a proportion of ashes and bone meat 
they have larger bone, grow faster, and 
produce greater weight in proportion to 
food allowed. 
Ashes also assist digestion 
and promotes health. 
The fowls may now have the run of the 
orchard and fields, as no harm can be done 
anything by them; but if eggs are desired 
the hens must be given a ntess of grain in 
addition to that picked tip, and in very 
severe weather must be fed morning and 
night. 
J ust as soon as a variety of potatoes ap­ 
pear to “run out,” which is often the case, 
a new variety should take its place; hut as 
some varieties do better in some sections 
than in others, no variety should be used 
extensively until it has been thoroughly 
tested on the farm. 
It is estimated that the surface of an 
acre of ground, one foot deep, contains 
about 4,000 pounds of phosphoric acid, 
8,000 pounds of potash and 10,000 pounds 
of nitrogen. Much of this, however, may 
be beyond the reach of plants by not being 
in an available form. 
Hogs are probably the most difficult to 
keep from getting filthy, and when it is 
known that disease is a probable result of 
tilth, or at least filthy hogs are soonest at­ 
tacked, steps should be taken in time to 
see that the hogs are kept and fed in as 
clean places as possible. 
Freshly slaked lime applied on the as­ 
paragus beds, and another application 
made early in the spring, is one of the best 
remedies for the asparagus beetle. When 
the plants are up, next spring, dust lime 
over them also. The grub is easily killed 
by lime in its caustic state. 
Skimmed milk is now being recom­ 
mended for colts. 
Something depends on 
how it is given. Nothing is so injurious 
as a drink of ice-cold milk to a young ani­ 
mal in the winter. Togivemilk to calves, 
colts or pigs is no doubt an advantage, but 
it must be fresh, and warmed before the 
animals are allowed to drink it. 
The Massachusetts Ploughman says: 
“Grass is about the last of all crops suit­ 
able for a fruit orchard. The countless 
millions of grass roots leave little moist­ 
ure for the trees in a dry season, and 
usually they need all they can get. But the 
idea that grass is suitable for an orchard 
is hard to kill—harder, indeed, than the 
trees are.” 
Cut flowers have frequently been re­ 
stored to freshness, even when every petal 
is drooping, by placing the stems in a cup 
of boiling hot water, leaving them until 
the petals have become quite smooth, then 
cutting oil the cooked ends and placing in 
lukewarm water. For this purpose rain­ 
water is thought preferable. 
If an animal is “stunted” in its young 
days, no amount of feeling in its old days 
will make good the loss sustained. In the 
ease of beef animals, they should be fed 
on the best of feed from birth, and this 
will cause a constant, continuous gr< wth 
to the time of butchering, which should be 
done while the animal is very young. 
An eminent breeder of dairy cattle gives 
it as his experience that a cow with a bag 
“milking down, to feel like a rag,” when 
the milk is out, is not one to produce a 
great butter yield. On the contrary, his 
observation has been that the greatest 
butter producers never show this tendency 
of collapsed bag after being milked, but 
rather the opposite. 
This year a new industry sprang up, viz: 
saving and selling peach pits. The de­ 
mand was chiefly from the East, where 
they were planted so as to secure young 
peach trees for replanting. The cancers 
found in the trade more profit than burn­ 
ing the pits for fuel. It is said that as 
high as three cents a pound was paid for 
pits from the better varieties. 
A Russian paper says that Russia owns 
nearly 50,000,000 ordinary sheep and 15.- 
000,0Ó0 Merinos. European Russia lias 
40 000,000, of which 38,000,000 are ordi­ 
nary sheep and 2,000,000 Merinos. The 
Caucasus has 1?,000,000, of which 10,000,­ 
000 are ordinary sheep and 2,000,000 are 
Merinos. Sheep are met with in nearly 
every province of Russia, though thev are 
far more numerous in the southern prov­ 
inces than in those of the north. 
It is possible to grow double the quan­ 
tity of wheat in this ^oiintrv that is now 
produced. The time will come when a 
smaller area of laud will be used and 
larger crops grown per acre. As the farm 
liecomes restricted in area more appropri­ 
ate fertilizers will be applied. Farmers 
are rapidly learning the fact that different 
kinds of crops require different foods, and 
the saving of expense by the use of special 
crop fertilizers will be another .source of 
gain. 
It requires skill to he a successful farmer. 
A knowledge of the .Sits relating to the 
manner of die feeding of ’tock, supplying 
- 
, .ti!, , tn ulauu. aud tlia 
the proper feHili-ei- 
. 
most suitable breeds and varieties for profit 
will more than compensate for a deficiency 
of capital. Knowledge is power in farm­ 
ing as well as in everything else, and the 
educated farmer has a great advantage 
over one who holds to old usages and relics 
solely upon his (xperience of the past, 
though ex[>erience is an excellent teacher. 
Cheese in the United States is made en­ 
tirely from the milk of cows, and that of 
other animals is not used, but in many 
countries in Europe the milk of goats and 
sheep is extensively consumed for this pur­ 
pose. Portenza is famous for its sheep- 
milk cheese, from sheep’s milk. 
The 
Spoletese make yearly about 800,000 
pounds, while in Sardinia the cheese made 
from the milk of sheep amounts yearly to 
1,000,000 pounds. The sheep-milk cheese 
called “crete” of Siena, Tuscany, is well 
known. In some of the Italian factories 
the milk of the sheep, cow and goat is 
mixed in making cheese. 
At the Alabama Experiment Station 
peach orchards have been successfully 
pruned by keeping the following objects in 
view: Train each tree to shade its own 
body as to prevent sun scalds; to distrib­ 
ute "the growth of limbs uniformly, secur­ 
ing symmetry, and have the weight of 
fruit evenly distributed; to strengthen the 
limbs by shortening them back, so as to 
enable them to sustain a crop ; to reduce 
the quantity of fruit by judicious shorten- 
j ing of the shoots bearing the fruit buds, 
and so direct the growth that the crop can 
i be gathered by a man standing on the 
ground. 
Make manure in the cold season. Keep 
j it under cover. Add everything to the 
j heap that will conduce to its value, hut 


always aim to insure that all material will 
be in a fiBe condition when the time ar­ 
rives for applying it to the soil. To prop­ 
erly and thoroughly prepare manure for 
use requires some care and attention. 
Every portion of the manure should be 
rotted, as the better the condition of the 
manure the more immediate its effects 
when it is given to the plants as food. 
There is always pleuty of work in winter 
that can be profitably applied to the ma­ 
nure heap. 
Before you buy a cow find out all you 
can about the man who has the cow to sell. 
If he walks up to the cow and pats her, 
and the cow takes it as a matter of course, 
it is a point in the cow’s favor. If the 
cow needs a little coaxing before she will 
allow the man to put his hand on her, it 
is pretty strong evidence there has been 
some “fun" between cow and man. It is 
simply this : If a cow is well treated she 
will do better than if roughly treated, and 
if you buy a cow that is not used to kind 
treatment you have got to overcome her 
distrust before you can get her to do her 
best.

WHITMAN—INGERSOLL—DEATH. 
The Good G ray P oet and the Fam ous 
A gnostic T alk of th e D iety. 
[From the Philadelphia Press. J 
Around the table in the dining-room of 
the Lafayette Hotel, Walt Whitman, the 
aged poet, and Colonel Robert Ingersoll 
discussed religion and death. It was Tues­ 
day night, after Colonel Ingersoll’s address 
in Horticultural Hall for the benefit of 
Whitman. 
W hitman’s right hand fluttered feebly 
into his pocket, and he drew forth a crum­ 
pled, well-worn piece of paper. 
“This poem is a translation of mine from 
the French of Henri Murger. I’ll read it 
to you,” he said. 
The following are the lines he read : 
TIIE MIDNIGHT VISITOR. 
‘‘Whose steps are those ? Who comes so late ?” 
“Let me come in, the door unlock." 
“ ’Tis midnight now: my lonely gate 
1 open to no stranger's knock. 
“Who art thou? Speak’’—“Men call me Fame; 
To immortality I lead." 
“Pass, idle phantom of a name." 
“Listen again, and now take heed. 
“ Twas false. My names are Song, Love, Art. 
My poet, now unbar the door." 
“Art is dead. Song can not touch my heart, 
My once love's name I chant no more.” 
“Open then now, for, see. I stand, 
Riches my a imc, with endless gold, 
Gold, aud your wish in either hand.” 
Too late—my youth you still withhold.” 
“Then, if it must be since the door 
Stands shut, my last true name to know, 
Men call me Death. Delay no more; 
I bring the cure of every woe.” 
The door flies wide. "Ah, guest so wan, 
Forgive the poor place where I dwell; 
An ice-cold hearth, a heart-siek man. 
Stand here to welcome thee full well.” 
When he had finished, W hitman looked 
up at Ingersoll, who had never taken liis 
eyes off the old man, and said in his 
trembling voice : “Isn’t that funny ?” 
Ingersoll shrugged his shoulders, drew 
his head down, and said slowly : “I don’t 
think there is anything funny about 
death. It’s so cold ; so white.” 
Whitman nodded his head slowly. 
There was a pause, as if he was trying to 
make a connection between death and 
what he was about to say. At last he 
said : “I believe religion has done more 
good to the world than harm.” 
This unchained the dialogue that fol­ 
lowed. 
Ingersoll, who addressed the 
group surrounding him more than the 
poet, quickly replied: “It might have 
done so had it but stuck to the good. It 
didn’t ; it taught what was mean and cruel. 
It puts me in mind of my visit to a church 
when I was a boy. It was a Presbyterian 
church, and the preacher was in a high 
box above my head. I fell asleep and at 
last rolled off the seat, which awoke me. 
I awoke just in time to hear the preacher 
tell the story of Dives and Lazarus. He 
dwelt on every detail with vividness. I 
was filled with an awful fear as I heard 
him speak.” 
Ingersoll’s facial play here was superb. 
Expressing his fear, his eye gradually 
widened, and he halt arose, peering into 
the darkness. 
“I can remember,” he went on, “how I 
looked up at the pulpit with an ever-grow­ 
ing fear, as the preacher told of how 
Dives suffered the tortures of hell, and 
how he was mocked with the cry that he 
had his good things in this world and 
must suffer in the next. I hated that God 
then, and when I came to be a man and 
realized that in the 2,000 years God had 
never sent Lazarus out of Abraham’s 
bosom to put a drop of water on Dives’ 
tongue, I could have killed that Jehovah. 
If religion had but kept to the good of 
this life, it might have done much less 
harm.” 
Whitman—“Sometimes it is better to 
soar.” 
Ingersoll—“My grandfather was the sort 
of man who believed all the world would 
he damned except himself. He was sorry 
for it, bnt he couldn’t help it. My grand­ 
mother thought all would be saved except 
herself, and (here Ingersoll half rose from 
his chair and extended his hand aloft) she 
was as much above the man as the stars 
are above the duck’s tracks in the mud.” 
W hitman—“Do you believe in all I have 
written?” 
Ingersoll—“No; far from it; much you 
have written I do not believe in, but you 
have made men and women stronger, and 
I like you for it. There is only one thing 
I have against you, W alt.” 
iDgersoll took hold of the old man’s 
sleeve. Those who had heard Ingersoll 
say in the lecture-room that “the most in­ 
decent word in our language is celebacy,” 
half expected what followed. 
^ 
“I have only one thing against you, and 
that is that you didn’t marry. You ought 
to have got a girl, Walt. The religion I 
bow to,” went on Ingersoll, “is the one 
that teaches men to love their wives more 
tenderly, to hold their young ones on 
their knee-: a little tighter. As to wor­ 
ship and prayer, if I saw a savage kneel 
before a stuffed snake, praying that wife 
or child might be given back to him, I 
would kneel and pray with him.”

D iscovered- In ca R em ains.

P alpa. Pern, August, 1890. 
Our main object in tarrying at this out- 
of-the-way Acadia was to make it the start­ 
ing point of several excursions; for the 
little oasis, surrounded on all sides by 
desert sands, is in the midst of a mo6t in­ 
teresting region. First we paid a visit to 
San Xavier, one of the finest estates on 
the ocean-side of Peru, which lies about 
twelve miles from Palpa, beyond a range 
of low and sandy hills. 
In former times San Xavier belonged to 
the Jesuits, as did also the plantations of 
Yea and Canate and all their property was 
worked by negro slaves. In those days 
this one vineyard produced never less than 
70,000 arrobas of liquor per annum, which 
sold for from five to seven dollars the ar­ 
roba, the present price being only two dol­ 
lars. It was under the highest possible 
state of cultivation aud enormously valu­ 
able when seized by the colonial authori­ 
ties in 17(57, by order of the Spanish Vice­ 
roy Aranda ; but since that death-blow its 
productiveness has steadily decreased and 
a few years ago it was purchased from the 
Government by Senor Don Domingo Elias, 
a gentleman famous iu Peru for owning 
pretty much all this part of the country. 
The San Xavier manor house is large 
and well furnished, with apartments as 
long and lofty as so many public halls, 
surrounded by a stone corridor whose 
massive columns support a series of round 
arches. On one sido are extensive wine­ 
presses and store-rooms, and on the other 
a handsome old church which was built 
by the Jesuits about the middle of tho 
last century. There is some remarkably 
fine wood carving on the pulpit and altars 
of this now seldom-seen sanctuary, while a 
score of old portraits of fathers of the 
Order in splendid gilt frames add an air of 
giandeur to the place. 
Thirty miles south of this estate, over 
rocky hills and arid sands, lies the valley 
of Nasca, which descends from the ¡Sierras 
by an easy slope and gradually widens as 
it approaches the sea. This place is inter­ 
esting only on account of its peculiar mode 
of irrigation. Though covered with rich 
haciendas, yielding marvelous crops of 
grapes, cotton, corn, sugar-cane, melons, 
potatoes and all kinds of fruits and vege­ 
tables, nature has provided nothing for its 
watering in a region where rain never 
falls, except a tiny river which is dry dur­ 
ing about eleven months of the ysar. But 
for the industry and engineering skill of 
the aboriginal Indians the lovely valley 
would have been no better than the sur­ 
rounding deserts. Long before the arrival 
of the destroying Spaniards they had con­ 
tended with the arid obstacles and exe­ 
cuted a work here which is almost un­ 
equaled in the history of irrigation. 
Cutting deep trenches along the whole 
length of the valley, they extended them 
so high up into the mountains that to this 
day the inhabitants do not know how far 
they were carried. The main trenches, 
known as puquios in the language of the 
Incas, are at the upper end of the valley, 
and each is about four feet deep, the sides 
and roof lined with cemented stones. 
These descending branch oil into smaller 
puquios which ramify all over the valley in 
every direction, plentifully supplying every 
farm with pure, cool mountain water and 
feeding the little ditches that irrigate and 
fertilize the soil. The main trenches are 
several feet below the surface, and at in­ 
tervals of about 200 yards there are egos, or 
small holes, by which workmen may go 
down into the vault and clear away any ob­ 
struction. Diverging in every direction 
the puquios often cross one another, and by 
the time they have reached the southern 
limit of vegetation every drop of water 
has been exhausted. In the valley of 
Nasea no fewer than fifteen extensive vine­ 
yards and cotton plantations are thus 
watered by artificial means, und at Aja a 
small mill for cleansing the cotton is also 
turned from the ditches of the Incas. 
Going a little nearer to the sea, one 
comes to the most profitable cotton estates 
in Peru, named respectively “Lacra” and 
“San Jose.” Both contain mills propelled 
by water, with machinery for separating 
the seed, and presses for packing the cot­ 
ton. The product is all sent to Lomas, a 
little port that has been opened expressly 
for it across thirty or more miles of desert. 
It goes on muleback, each animal carrying 
two bales, weighing 175 pounds apiece. 
The cotton is then piled on a large raft, 
which is launched in the heavy surf and 
so brought alongside the waiting vessel. 
Not less than 40,000 quintals of it are an­ 
nually shipped here from San Jose and 
Lacra alone. A few miles from the little 
port, the mysterious Cerro de las Bruxas, 
or “Hill of the Witches,” rises abruptly in 
the midst of the desert. Among many 
blood-curdling traditions connected with 
this Cerro that are kept alive through 
generation after generation of supersti­ 
tious Indians, concerning bloody spectres 
and headless spooks that wave their hands 
to warn intruders away—is one of an old 
man, named “Don Manuel,” a living ghost 
who, having several murders on his con­ 
science, came to live on Witches’ Hill, 
and used to run about in the dead of 
night, screaming as if pursued by de­ 
mons. 
On the side of one of the mountains 
that overhang Nasca are some aboriginal 
ruins which are well worth visiting. A 
lane, shaded by orange and fig trees, leads 
up from the modern town to the ancient 
city of the dead, near the long-deserted 
gold mine of Cerro Blanco. It was built 
in terraces on the steep hillside, near the 
southern edge of the valley. The walls 
are all of stones; unlike most of the ruins 
in this part of Peru, the houses were large, 
an 1 many of the spacious roams seem to 
ha e been surrounded by queer little 
niches, each doorless closet Just large 
enough to hold a traditional skeleton. On 
an isolated hill, perhaps artificial, precisely 
in the middle of the main group of ruins, 
was the fortress, whose massive walls, part 
of which are still standing, inclose what 
was evidently a va=t palace or temple. 
Such a picture of hopeless desolation it 
would be hard to find elsewhere, but the 
view from the parapet wall is striking. 
Not a sign of animal life is seen, and the 
silence of the grave prevails. The valley 
below looks like a broad green river, wind­ 
ing its way through sandy deserts to the 
sea; and eastward the Andes tower in ma­ 
jestic grandeur one above another till 
their snowy summits reech the sky. There 
are no traditions of the place beyond the 
historical fact that this valley in common 
with the rest of them, from Pisco down to 
the dominions of the great Chima, were 
first subjugated by the Incas in the time 
of Paehacutec, whose son, the renowned 
Prince Yupanqui, proved the superiority 
of the armies of the Sun in many a fierce 
battle with the Yunta Indians. 
Not many miles distant is the much 
larger collection of ruins which archtrolo- 
gists have dubbed "The Fortress of 
llervev.” They are on the summit of a 
steep hill, covering a projecting point of 
land that overlooks the sea. The exten­ 
sive remains are distinctly divided into two 
parts, that farthest from the ocean in­ 
closed within an enormous wall, wide 
enough on top for two men to walk abreast, 
with a parapet outside about five feet high. 
This parapet stands at the edge of a cliff', 
rising perpendicular some forty feet above 
the plain, and is partly faced with huge 


bricks of adobe. Entering through a 
breach in the wall, the latter sixteen feet 
high Measured from the inside, one finds 
nine large chambers, all built of adobe 
and still partly covered with plaster. 
Each chamber is surrounded by a series of 
deep niches, or recesses, with passages 
leading into numerous smaller apartments, 
and very high doorways, whose lintels are 
of willow beams. There is one enormous 
room, perfectly square, which has two 
doorways on its south side, leading by nar­ 
row halls into a lot of little chamber-. 
Square apertures, for the l earns that once 
supnorted a roof, are distinctly visible 
high np in the lofty walls. 
On the other side of the dividing ridge 
are the remains of a palace or temple and 
other vast structures, whose ancient use 
can only be conjectured, all of which were 
probably among the first which the lucas 
erected on the Pacific coast. Though 
built of adobts, huge bricks lying scattered 
all around iu wildest confusion, thetr gen­ 
eral resemblance to the architecture of 
Cuzco, Limatambo and other Incarial 
strongholds, proves their identity beyond 
a doubt. Environed on every hand by 
the desert, with lofiv cliffs between it and 
the sea, the nearest habitable place from 
Hervey is the sugar estate of Larin, 
wherein, luckily, the traveler is always 
sure of a welcome. From the hospitable 
gates of this hae'enda an old Inca road 
runs to the foot of the cordillera, which is 
said to be in precisely the same latitude 
with the temple of the .Sun at Cuzco. 
Soon after the conquest this highway was 
made the boundary line between “New 
Castile” and “New Toledo,” the tributaries 
granted to these rascals, Bizarro and Al­ 
magro. It was at Laran that the latter 
established his quarters in 1537, when, 
having returned from his career of crime 
in Chile,he proceeded to the coast to claim 
from Pizarro his share of Peruvian terri­ 
tory. The stormy interview that took 
place between those two unscrupulous ad­ 
venturers led to the retreat of Marshal 
Almagro into the interior, and his final 
overthrow in the bloody battle of Las Sa­ 
linas. 
The next village, across a long strip of 
desert, is Chilea, a collection of cane huts 
surrounding a fine old church, in no wav 
remarkable, except for being inhabited by 
a race of Indians, who, in this isolated 
oasis of the wilderness, have managed to 
resist oppression from every source, -and to 
preserve intact the spirit of their ances­ 
tors. An example of their character is 
related by a recent explorer. His soldier 
escort was so unwise as to get into a 
wrangle with the Syndic of the village, 
in course of which the latter barefooted 
dignitary received a blow in the head from 
the butt end of the soldier’s pistol. In­ 
stantly the whole population were wild 
with excitement. 
Assembling in the 
plaza they demanded that the fellow 
should be remanded at once to Lima for 
trial; nor would they permit him to re­ 
main over night in the town, but sent him 
off into the desert, weary as he was after a 
hard day’s journey. 
So jealous are these Indians of their 
rights and so suspicious of all outsiders, 
that until within a few years there was 
one particular room in the Jefe’s house, 
which was kept on purpose for the accom­ 
modation of white travelers. 
All who 
came were put into it and well guarded, 
were the party large or small. The Jefe 
supplied them with food, but immediately 
informed them that on no account, what­ 
ever their business, would they be allowed 
to remain in the village more than twenty- 
four hours. The Chilea Indians are an 
industrious community, many of them 
being employed as farm hands in the 
neighboring valley of Mala, others work­ 
ing on their own account as muleteers and 
fishermen, while the women braid colored 
straws into pretty baskets and cigar cases. 
There is a wide-spread tradition among 
all the coast Indians that ages before the 
appearance of Manco Capae, the country 
was inhabited by a race of giants, who 
came from over the western ocean in great 
canoes of blown-up skins. Lauding first 
near Guayaquil, Ecuador, they gradually 
over-spread the country; and to this day 
the fossil bones of mammoths and masto­ 
dons, which are often found imbedded in 
the hard clay, are pointed out as proof 
of the existence of those mythical person­ 
ages.Such are the general characteristics o( 
that portion of Peru between the cordil­ 
leras and the sea, with its perpetual alter­ 
nations of dreary desert and fertile valleys. 
The length of the shore line, not following 
the innumerable bays and indentations, 
but reckoned as the crow flies, from Rio 
Tambez, which separates the Republic 
from that of Ecuador, to the Rio Loa, 
which marked its southern boundary until 
Chile lately took off a small piece, is a lit­ 
tle over 1,200 English miles. Coming 
down from Panama, the wooded shores of 
Ecuador no sooner disappear than the as­ 
pect of the continent is entirely changed. 
High, hare, rocks, frayed and crumbling, 
line the beach and beyond stretches a 
a wilderness of sand, beside which Sahara 
would be a blooming garden. It is the 
very dominion of desolation, strewn with 
bleaching skeletons left by the old-time 
whalers and the bones of mules and horses 
that starved to death by the wayside, its 
eternal silence broken only by the short, 
quick bark of sea lions and the screams of 
water fowl. 
For the most part the sand is hard, 
swept srnuoth by the winds; hut in many 
places it has drifted up into mounds, 
called medaños. Each heap is crescent­ 
shaped, with the bow of the crescent 
toward the wind, as regular aud sharp in 
outline as the new moon. Whenever these 
medaños happen to have a core of rock 
they are permanent; but most of them 
vary in shape with the varying winds. 
Brave men, as well as bold, must those old 
conquistadores have been, when, knowing 
nothing of the then unexplored better 
country beyond the mountains, they sailed 
slowly along the borders of this Valley of 
Death, against prevailing winds and the 
great Antarctic current. Surely nothing 
but consuming avarice and an unquench­ 
able love of adventure could have led 
them on. 
The largest of the deserts is that called 
Sechura, near Payti, in northern Peru; 
and it is reported that during cloudless 
nights the sound of sweet music is heard, 
mysteriously wafted across the sands. The 
climate where rain never falls is not so 
oppressive as might be inferred, because 
every night refreshing dews descend in 
abundance. In ancient times the beauti­ 
ful valleys were even more densely popu­ 
lated than now, by men who exhausted 
the utmost capabilities of every oasis, and 
even extended their cities out Into the 
deserts, leaving many monuments of their 
skill and greatness. Under the pressure 
of peculiar conditions and limited means 
they developed a social and industrial sys­ 
tem which modern apostles of economical 
organizations might study with profit and 
admiration. 
As most of the valleys were separated 
from one another by impassable mountain 
walls at one end and trackless sands at the 
other, their inhabitants constituted each 
an independent community, maintaining 
little relationship with one another. Each 
had its separate government, and being 
relatively weak, it fell an easy prey to the 
advancing Spaniard. And thus it was 
that the Conquistadores encountered no 
more serious opposition, though collect­ 
ively there were enough Indians here to 
have wiped from off the face of the earth 
a force ten times as powerful.

N ew Y o r k , November ‘20tb.—The TVi- 
btme 9ays : The aggregate Republican vote 
cast at the recent elections in the States of i 
w hich returns are published proves io be 
17.6 per cent, less than the Republican 
vote cast in the same States at the Prcsi- 
dential election, but it has been statpd by 
prom inent officers of the Farm ers’ Alli­ 
ance at the West that four-fifths of it3 vot­ 
ing strength was from the Republican 
party. 
In the States thus far reported the Dem­ 
ocratic vote was 8 per cent, less than in 
1888, hut allowing a fifth of the Alliance 
vote has been Democratic, the total lots of 
Democrats by 
laziness, indifference or 
other causes, except the Alliance, was bat 
6 per cent. 
These curious figures bring to light or.e 
fact, which has been strongly suspected, 
but not yet clearly demonstrated, namely, 
that there was no considerable transfer in 
these States of the Republican vote to the 
Democratic candidates, as the free traders 
have boastingly proclaimed.

K a n s a s C i t y , November 20th.—Secretary 
Blair of the Gnerokee S rip Live Stock As­ 
sociation is in the city, and tells a startling 
story of ruin and desolation now in order 
in the strip. 
He expressed the opinion 
that within thirty days from the time the 
strip is vacated by the ranchiueD all im ­ 
provements made there will be possessed 
by thieves from Oklahoma and Kansas, 
unless the Gove, nnient orders ont the troops 
to protect the property. 
The terms of the lease provides that all 
perm anent improvements revert to the use 
and ownership of the Cherokees when the 
cattlemen vecate. The value of the entire 
improvements is placed at half a million 
dollars. 
In a suit of the Association against J. R. 
Stoller, one of the tenants, to day, for the 
non-payment of rent, the Judge instructed 
the jury to find for plaintiff, declaring that 
the Association's lease with the Indians is 
valid, and declared the Indians to be the 
owners of the strip. 
The Association will new sue the United 
States Government for damages in a sum 
aggregating millions of dollars.

SALAEY-HUNTING PHILANTHROPY. 


If the adherents of the Ramabai deem 
our advice as worthy of consideration they 
will muzzle the correspondents who write 
from Bombay 
concerning 
the 
widow 
school. 
Shortly after the school was 
started au American gentleman and lady 
visited it, and, upon their return to San 
Francisco, stated that the school estab­ 
lished by the Ramabai for the reclamation 
of child widows in India had one of the 
class it was designed to educate. 
The 


R e c o r d - U x io n took the liberty of pub­ 
lishing the fact, believing the information 
to be reliable, and it has seen nothing 
since to change its opinion. 
We believe'! 
that the statement was true at the time 
it was made, and we are still further con­ 
firmed in the matter, since it was from a 
particularly disinterested source. 
Shortly 
after the publication of the statement we 
received a letter from a party signing her­ 
self Secretary of the Ramabai Association, 
in which we were warned to repent, recant 
or flee from the wrath to come, as she (the 
Mrs. Jellibv of Boston) would report us to 
the Ramabai Association of that city of 
baked beans and sentimental fads. 
Being disposed 
to treat the matter 
fairly, we have since endeavored to ascer­ 
tain the exact status of the school; with 
varying success, however, since each state­ 
ment of the number of pupils differs from 
its predecessor. 
A Bombay correspondent 
of Mrs. Sarah B. Cooper, at San Francisco, 
gave us a number, which, being upon the 
authority of one 
who was 
absolutely 
an occupant of the building in which the 
school was conducted, is deemed reliable. 
But the-very next statement contradicted 
this and gave us a new number. 
Miss 
Sarah D. Hamlin, however, has been the 
chief source of information, and from 
some letters written by her, recently pub­ 
lished, we are able to state that on Sep­ 
tember 15, .1889, the school contained 
-twenty-two pupils. 
Miss Hamlin says: 
‘‘But we are all surprised at Ratnabai’s 
courage and success. 
The school which 
opened with two or three pupils has reached 
in numbers twenty-two.” 
On November 
8th Miss Hamlin again writes: “Why, in 
eight months twenty-five pupils have gath­ 
ered around her, all except the twelve 
widows paying a slight fee. 
And these 
are bright, intelligent girls, from whom 
something good may come in the future 
for India. 
Two Brahmins came here this 
morning with a little crushed widow, and 
said there were five or six whom they 
would like to see enter.” 
Thus we have twenty-five pupils, of 
•whom twelve are widows, and after the 
visit of the two Brahmins, who came with 
a little crushed widow, we suppose there 
were twenty-six. The school, at this date 
(November 8,1889), numbered, say, thirty, 
classified as follows : Pupils, 13 ; witjows, 
12; little crushed widow, 1; parties whom 
the two Brahmins said they would like to 
see enter, 5 or 6. 
Total, 31 or 32. 
On March 5, 1890, the school being one 
year old, Miss Hamlin writes: “Ramabai 
is at the end of her first year, and I am 
sure no one can say it has been otherwise 
than successful. 
She has thirteen widows, 
though there have been more, but for va­ 
rious caus-’s they have been taken away. 
Two have died—were ill when they en­ 
tered. They are all afraid of the Christian 
influence of the school, yet no religion is 
permitted to be taught. One Brahmin told 
me that he did not wish his daughter to 
become a Christian, as it would destroy 
her 
influence among women, 
and he 
wanted her to help other women.” 
At 
this date, then, there were thirteen widows 
perhaps, including 
the 
little crushed 
widow, though there had been more, but 
for various causes they had been taken 
away. One of these causes is hinted at. 
“They are all afraid of the Christian influ­ 
ence of the school, yet no religion is per­ 
mitted to be taught,” says Miss Hamlin. 
Tlius in a school where there is absolutely 
. 
- , 
no religion whatever the Brahmins are , 
afraid of the Christian influence. 
It ap­ 
pears, then, that the public school h a s' 
achieved all the success it has up to the ( 
present time by absolutely repudiating the 
religion of the country which furnishes , 
the money to carry it on. The projectors I 
of this school pretend there is a Christian ' 
influence in education alone, and yet we 
■were told that Ramabai herself was one of 
.the most scholarly of women. 
She is far, 
however, from being a Christian, she is 
far more thoroughly wedded to her Brah- 
minism than the members of the Ramabai 
Association are to Christianity. 
She has 


never uttered one word which would indi­ 
cate that she had the slightest respect for 
the Christian religion, or that she deemed 
it other than a false religion. 
These disclosures present the school in 
its true character. 
It is simply a school 
in which Hindu girls are to be educated. 
It is permitted to exist on condition that 
it will not teach any Christian doctrine. 
It encountered the opposition 
of the 
Brahmins through fear that it was a Chris­ 
tian school in disguise. 
It was welcomed 
by the missionaries, because they believed 
that it would have the courage of its convic­ 
tions and declare that child widowhood,with 
all the misery it entails, is due to a false 
religious system, which must be modified, if 
not wholly eradicated before the evil can 
be cured. 
But Ramabai very soon con­ 
vinced the Brahmins that she was as much 
opposed to Christianity as they, and the 
school has been conducted on this basis. 
Our authority for all this is Miss Sarah 
D. Hamlin. 
In a letter dated August 11, 
1890, appears the following: 
“Life just 
now is very difficult. 
Ramabai and I are 
beset with obstacles whichever way we 
turn, and it is oftent-'mes perplexing to 
know what to do. 
It all hinges upon our 
religious position. 
Awhile ago the Brah­ 
mins were ail down on Ramabai, and now 
the missionary community in the city of 
Bombay is unsparing in its denunciation 
of us and our work. 
But Ramabai is 
only carrying on her work as she always 
said she would, without any attempt to 
proselyte for Christianity. 
When I first 
came to Bombay, I thought the religious 
teachings in her own room were lovely, 
and greatly delighted I wrote to America 
about them. 
But as soon as orthodox 
Brahmins learned of this fact, such a 
storm arose as threatened destruction to 
our establishment.” 
Thus the estiblishment of the Ram- 
abai’s school at Bombay was a triumph 
for Brahminism and a rebuke to Chris­ 
tianity. 
At first the Brahmins were 
afraid, hut apparently without reason. 
At first the missionary society was de­ 
lighted, and equally without reason. 
We 
are assured, however, that Ramabai is 
sini lv keeping her pledge that no religion 
should be taught; and an evil, founded in 
a false religious philosophy, aud fortified 
and supported by the religious tenets of a 
great race, was to be eradicated without 
the slightest change of the faith in which 
it takes its root. The promise was that 
no religion should be taught; that nothing 
would be done to unsettle the faith of 
anyone. 
How faithfully this promise was 
kept may be inferred from a quotation 
from Miss Hamlin's letter of August 11th: 
“ When I first came to Bombay, I thought 
the religious teachings in her own room 
were lovely, and, greatly delighted, I 
wrote to America about them.” 
These 
delightful teachings were not Christian 
teachings, and, moreover, they were in 
violation of a solemn compact between 
Ramabai and the Brahminism of India 
that she would establish a free school for 
the education of East India girls, but that 
she would not at auy time permit religion 
to be taught in that school. The Brah­ 
mins appear to be quite as hostile to the 
Ramabai’s Brahminism as they could lie 
to Miss Hamlin’s Christianity. 
As soon 
as they learned that even Brahminism 
was being taught in the school, “such a 
storm arose as to threaten the destruction 
of our establishment,” to quote the words 
of Miss Hamlin. 
And so the little crushed widow is to be 
deprived of all religious training. 
The 
Missionary Society of Bombay, according 
to the testimony of Miss Hamlin, is un­ 
sparing in its denunciation of the school 
and its work. 
We call the attention of 
our recent correspondent, Mrs. Jelliby of 
Boston, to the temerity of the Missionary 
Society of Bombay, and think that society 
should be reported forthwith to the Ham- 
abai Association of Boston. 
We began by regarding this movement 
as a misguided sentimentalism. 
We re­ 
gret to find the evidence accumulating 
that it is at best a species of salary hunt­ 
ing philanthropy. 


WHAT 
THE 
REFORM 
BALLOT LAW 
WILL EFFECT. 


The San Francisco News-Letter says : 
California has been completions in the galaxy 
of Am erican States for the stupidity of its elec­ 
tion officers and the uncertainty of its returns. 
On the m orning after the election the Boston 
papers published the com plete vote of almost 
every precinct in Massachusetts on all the im ­ 
portant offices. 
M assachuset's has alm o t twice 
the population of California, aud, while all 
parts uf it are more easily accessible than some 
parts of this State, they have no advantage in 
that respect over the counties in w hich the bulk 
of our inhabitants live. It is tint remoteness, 
but im becility, th at is responsible for our de­ 
layed and tangled returns. 
But while this is true as applicable to 
Election Boards in our cities, let it not be 
forgotten that in the country precincts the 
counting at the late election was done with 
fair rapidity, and there was comparatively 
little misapprehension of the scheme of 
the Story system. 
The “hayseeds” have 
proved their capacity to be superior to that 
of the members of the metropolitan Boards 
of Election. 
Wqen California shall have adopted the 
modified Australian ballot system there 
will he no trouble, however, in any quar­ 
ter. 
There will then be no such thing as 
scratched, nor straight tickets; 
no such 
things as “undesignated” nor as “substi­ 
tuted” votes, and no such marking as re­ 
quires the keeping of an account with 
‘‘No Vote.” 
Every ticket, under the new 
system, will be printed on the ballot, the 
voter will signify by a proper mark who is 
his choice, and the only way of counting 
then possible will be the tallying of the 
name of every person voted for. 


M r. d e W i s d t , an English traveler in 
Siberia, writes to a London journal that 
Mr. George Kennan’s pictures and ac­ 
counts of miserable prisons and suffering 
convicts in Tomsk are wholly untrue, 
that no such prisons exist and that the 
convicts in the “well-appointed and cleanly 
prisons” 
are 
well 
fed 
and humanely 
treated. 
Mr. Kennan replies at 
once 
through the Eastern press that Mr. de 
Windt has been deceived, as are all travel­ 
ers under Russian guidance. 
Mr. de 
Windt was not shown the Tomsk prison at 
all, but only the district jail, a place of 
temporary detention and not a convict 
prison in any sense. 
Mr. Kennan clinches 
this statement with recently made extracts 
from Russian papers, admitting that the 
Tomsk convict prison, built to accommo­ 
date 1,400 convicts, already is crowded with 
4,000 persons so that it is feared pestilence 
will break out anispread from the prison 
to the city. 
In every instance in which 


George Kennan has been attacked for his 
Russian revelations he has returned to his 
original statements with vigor, new proofs 
and defiance. 
H e is gaining, among the 
American people at least, a reputation for 
character, firmness and courage that any­ 
one may envy. 


I f Mr. Cleveland in his sharp hit at 
Mr. Depew at the commercial banquet in 
New York Tuesday night intended to 
sneer at Mr. Blaine’s reciprocity idea, he 
did an unwise thing. 
Mr. Cleveland said: 
“I have heard a good deal to-night about 
reciprocity with Spanish-speaking people. 
Now, if it is a good thing for them, why 
isn’t it a good thing to have reciprocity ■ 
with our own people ?” 
It is not exactly 
clear what the ex-President meant by this 
remark, which the telegraphic dispatches 
pronounce “irony.” 
It will count for 
nothing, however, 
in 
Mr. Cleveland’s 
favor, or at all benefit his party, if he in­ 
tends the expression to he taken as a 
thrust at the reciprocity idea of the Re­ 
publican statesman. 
That idea is taking 
hold in the national heart and no power 
Mr. Cleveland or the Democracy can com­ 
mand, is likely to uproot it. 


B r i t i s h officers now represent that the 
Behring Sea seal fisheries will he destroyed 
by another year of seal hunting like the 
last. 
They wish both the English and 
American Governments to put cruisers in 
the sea to stop illicit taking of seals. That 
would be very fine for the English—it 
would be a confession of British right that 
we now deny and to which denial we will 
adhere in all probability. 
The United 
States can act alone in the matter, and 
that the Government has not asserted its 
power the past season in Behring Sea is 
due only to the disinclination at 'Washing­ 
ton to bring on a possible conflict with 
Great Britain. 
The Behring Sea nego­ 
tiations for treaty settlement are still pend­ 
ing, and in the meantime English poach­ 
ers are exterminating the seals, receiving 
also aid from American freebooters.

increase from that time on can easier be 
imagined than computed. 
The Mongolian pneasant batches out four 
broods each season, and from fifteen to 
twenty-five In each brood. The twenty 
pairs introduced into Oregon seven years 
aeo have caused portions of that State to 
fairly swarm with their produce. So great 
is the demand for them all over the union 
that tea thousand pairs, Mr. Shebley says, 
could be sold at $10 a pair, but they are 
difficult to get, as all that are sold are 
raised in confinement from eggs stolen 
from the nests in the fields. Two com­ 
panies have lately incorporated to go into 
the business of raising pheasants for sale. 
Besides those put out near the American 
river, some of the birds received yesterday 
will be liberated in Yolo, some in Nevada 
county, and the rest will be sent to Com­ 
missioner Harvey for the plains of South­ 
ern California. 
President Rontier recently stated to a 
Kecoed-Unxon reporter that he intended to 
try the experiment of breeding the birds in 
confinemenUend turning the young birds 
loose as they mature. 
The pheasants lately turned loose on the 
Rancho del Paso have been seen frequently 
by persons on the ranch, and they appear 
to be doing well.

Deputy Fish Commissioner Shebley re­ 
turned from Oregon yesterday morning 
with twenty pairs of Mongolian pheasants, 
making forty pairs in all that the State 
Fish Commissioners have secured this fall 
for stocking the State. These are all fully 
developed birds, and the males ate of beau­ 
tiful plumage. 
A few of the birds will be liberated in 
this county, in the vicinity of ex-Senator 
Routier's home, on the banks of the Arner 
ican river. Mr. Routier is President of 
tbe State Fish and Game Commission, and 
it has been largely through his eff orts tba’ 
these beautiful game birds have teen se­ 
cured.

The only other Mongolian pheasants in 
this State are a couple of pairs on the Oak 
Knoll Farm, in Napa county. If all goes 
well with the forty pairs of birds secured 
by the Commissioners, there should be, 
within three years, at least a half million

The Mayor to Appoint an ExecutiTa 
Com m ittee to Report Sext 
Tuesday Evening. 


There was quite a fair attendance of citi­ 
zens at the Court-house last evening, in re­ 
sponse to the call of Mayor Comstock, to 
take preliminary steps toward giving an 
inaugural ball in this city in honor of Gov­ 
ernor Markham and the State officers to be 
installed in January. 
The meeting was called to order by 
Mayor Comstock, who explained the pur­ 
pose for which those present had been 
called together. He hoped that all would 
lend their best efforts toward arranging for 
an inaugural ball that would do credit to 
the capital city. 
J. O. Coleman nominated Mayor Com­ 
stock for Chairman, and he was unan­ 
imously chosen to preside. 
On motion of F. D. Ryan, W. D. Knights 
was elected Secretary. 
W. A. Anderson suggested that the ap­ 
pointment of an Executive Committee 
would be in order. 
Elwood BruDer moved that Wm. Beck­ 
man be elected Treasurer, and it was so 
ordered. 
F. D. Ryan thought the Executive Com­ 
mittee should consist of fifteen citizens of 
Sacramento, to be named by a committee 
of five, including the Chairman and Secre­ 
tary. He made a motion to that effect. 
Mr. Coleman was afraid that such action 
woa'.d take the matter out of the hands of 
the General Committee, and he thought the 
latter should have general charge of the 
preliminary arrangements. 
Elwood Bruner though t the General Com­ 
mittee should outline the business fir the 
Executive Committee, and be did not un­ 
derstand that it would necessarily be relin­ 
quishing its rights in the matter. 
F. F. Tebbets was opposed to placing the 
matter in the hands of a small committee. 
He thought those present should be allowed 
to do the work required. 
W. A. Anderson said he did not believe 
there were five men present who would 
willingly assume the labor aud expense 
attendant on tbe discharge of the duties 
imposed upon Executive Committeemen. 
He wanted the Chairman to take his time 
and select an Executive Committee with 
care. It should be strictly a non-partisan 
affair, and a committee selected at hap­ 
hazard might prove to be all one-sided. 
W. S. Leake thought the Mayor should 
be given time to select the committee. He 
moved as a substitute for the other motion 
that tbe Chair select a committee of fifteen 
persons to act asan Executive Committee. 
Mr. Bruner said a motion to that effect 
was already before the meeting. The 
Mayor had a right to call to his aid in this 
matter a committee of citizens, with whom 
he would be at liberty to counsel at all 
times, in order to arrange for a ball that 
would be a credit to tbe city. 
F. R. Dray and others expressed their 
views on the subject. 
The matter got into a decided tangle of 
ideas and suggestions, and finally Mr. Cole­ 
man moved, as a substitute for everything 
else, that an inaugural ball be tendered the 
Governor-elect aud other State officers. 
Carried. 
W. S. Leake then renewed his motion for 
an Executive Committee of fifteen. 
Mr. Bruner moved to amend by provid­ 
ing that the Chairman select three citizens, 
to act with himself. theSecretary and Treas­ 
urer, as an advisory committee to assist in 
selecting the Executive Committee. 
G. M. Mott and F. F. Tebbets opposed 
the amendment. Mr. Mott thought the 
whole matter of selecting an Executive 
Committee should be left entirely to the 
Mayor. 
R. T. Devlin moved, as a substitute for 
the whole business, that the Chair be au­ 
thorized to appoint an Executive Com­ 
mittee of fourteen, tbe Mayor to be added, 
to report at a meeting to be called next 
week. 
J. O. Funston thought tbe committee 
should be appointed from among those 
present. 
William Beckman suggested that there 
might be citizens absent from the city 
whom the Mayor might wish to select. 
Mr. Devlin’s substitute—which had al­ 
ready been several times substituted for 
other substitutes—finally prevailed. This 
was done apparently to cut off a discussion 
that was fast becoming of an accrimonious 
nature. 
The meeting adjourned, to meet again 
next Tuesday eveniDg, when the Executive 
Committee will be announced.

At the end of 18S9 Belgium numbered 
6,093,798 inhabitants.

For cool self-possession, or a rem arkable 
display of indifierence in trying and ex­ 
citing times, the descendant of Ham, 
when he wants to be, is hard to discount.

the direct examination he told his story 
in a plain, straightforward way, and his 
evidence was very material.

the witness in giving his testimony. Con­ 
cerning the facts immediately preceding 
and at the time of the shooting a ques­ 
tion would be asked Frank, to which he 
would give a prompt reply, and then the 
attorney would ask : 
“W hat did you do then ?” 
“I just went 
on 
whitewashing 
the 
chicken-coop.” 
“But when the defendant appeared with 
the gun, and it appeared as if some one 
was going to be hurt, what did you do 
then ?” 
“I kept on whitewashing the chtcken- 
coop. 
It was none of my business, and 
where I came from, in Woodward county, 
Kentucky, I long ago learned not to inter­ 
fere with two white gentlemen engaged in 
settling a question of honor. 
I turned up 
one end of the coop and kept right on 
whitewashing.” 
“W hen the shot was fired, what did you 
do ?” 
“ Keep right on whitewashing.” 
“Did you do anything when they re­ 
moved the body ?” 
“Yes; kept right on whitewashing.” 
The Judge smiled, the spectators tit­ 
tered, and the whole Court-room appre­ 
ciated this wonderful display of disposition 
to attend strictly to one’s own affairs.—St. 
Louis Republic. 


T lie B lo o d y W ed d in g . 
The bloody wedding is a name given by 
French historians to the marriage in 1572 
of Henry of Navarre to M argaret, the sis­ 
ter of Charles IX . 
For many years before 
a religious war raged in France between 
the Catholics and the Huguenots, but an 
apparent truce had been patched up and 
all the leading nobles of the country were 
invited to attend the weddicg festivities. 
August 18, 1572, was the day fixed for the 
marriage, and six days later, while the 
festivities were still in progress, a general 
massacre of the Huguenots began on the 
feast of St. Bartholomew. 
There is his­ 
toric evidence to show that the massacre 
was carefully planned by Catherine de 
Medici, the King’s mother, and that by 
playing on the fears of the weak-minded 
King he was induced to give the order, 
lie died twenty-one months after the fatal 
day, from some mysterious malady, which 
caused the blood to exude from the pores 
of his skin. The number of persons who 
|>erished in the massacres, which spread 
all over France, is variously computed at 
from 1,500 to 100,000, the most reliable 
historians placing it at about 20,000.
